GALLAUDET COLLEGE ALUMNI 
ASSOCIATION RE-UNION 


Dear Editor Hodoson; —In the 
January 10 th issue of tbe Journal 
Dr. Cloud expresses himself as very 
much surprised that the Board of 
Directors has seen fit to unanimous¬ 
ly accept the invitation of the au¬ 
thorities of tbe College to hold a re¬ 
union in Washington the coming 
June. Really I am surprised at 
auch an exhibition of lack of loyality 
to one’a Alma Mater. I am more¬ 
over exceedingly surprised that be 
wishes the Association to be con¬ 
tinuously playing second fiddle to 
some other organization. I am 
surprised that he cannot differenti¬ 
ate between an ordinary meeting 
and a re union. One of tbe objects 
of the Assocation ia to perpetuate the 
friendships formed in college life 


and to promote social and fraternal' 
relations amoug graduates of dif-! 
ferent college generations. ” The 
atiainment of such an object re¬ 
quires that the Association meet in 
Washington at frequent intervals. 
The last re-union was held fully a de¬ 
cade ago, and iu face of the several 
invitations extended by the college 
authorities recently, it is the part 
of wisdom to meet in 1924 to cele¬ 
brate the 60 th anniversary of the 
founding of the college. 

Dr. Cloud is entirely wrong when 
he states that no effort was made to 
ascertain the sentiment of the mem¬ 
bers in regard to' the holding of a 
meeting next snmtner. The ques¬ 
tion on every hand at Altanta was 
“When will the next re-union be 
held?” And since the announce¬ 
ment was made I have received as¬ 
surance from members iu different 
sections of the country that they will 
attend. I must confess, though, 
that I failed to ask Dr Cloud what 
his opinion was. 

In further clarifying the situation 
it may be helpful to state that 1925 
would not be a good time for such a 
re-uuion ou account of the Teacher’s 
Meeting in Council Bluffs Such 
meetings are usually held immedia¬ 
tely after the close of the schools 
and at such a time as would be 
convenient for the College to have us 
in Washington. Certainly we would 
not find much satisfaction in being 
here, with the President and a large 
number of the Professorsiu a dis¬ 
tant part of the conntry. 

It has been argued that the N. A. 
D. may hold its next meeting in the 
East in 1926 , and that re-uniou 
should be held at that time. But it 
should be remembered that this As¬ 
sociation usually convenes late in 
the summer at a time when it would 
not be desirable to have us at the 
College owing to the fact that most 
of the employees are away on their 
vacations, and to the fact that re¬ 
pairs are in progress. And what is 
still more important the members of 
the Faculty are all away at such a 
time of the year. 

Therefore, with all due respect to 
the plans of the National Fraternal 
Association of the Deaf of which I 
claim to be a member, it seems ex 
|>edient that tbe Alumni Association 
hold Its re-union from June 15 th to 
19 th of the coming summer. This 
allows almost three weeks before the 
St Paul gathering, and as those who 
have business there will have their 
expenses paid, the cost of the trip to 
Washington will be no argument 
against the re-union.

The Mysterious Ksgle. 

On the broad top of a stony, rain- 
gullied hill in middle Georgia there 
lies a very large eagle, cOnccsniug 
which conflicting stories arc told. 

The one point that seems to be 
certain is that the Indians left the 
eagl* as a legacy to t lie State A 
hundred years from now It will 
probably be fouud lying ou Us back, 
with outspread wings and tail even 
as it lies to-day. For it is made 
of quartz rocks so cunningly placed 
that it would requite a pick in a 
strong man’s hands lo displace any 
one of them. The rooks laps ami 
overlap iu such a maimer as to re 
present feathers. No cement bolds 
them in position, and the stones 
vary iu size, weighing from a half 
pound lo three or four pounds. The 
image rests ou a very Aim founda 
tiou, fur the stonework extends 
several feet Into the gionud 

Once, perhaps twice, treasure 
seeking vandals dug into the breast 
of the eagle; but the work must 
have proved too laborious, for the 
diggers gave up before they had 
reached the bottom layer of over¬ 
lapping stones. 

Rough but fairly accurate 
measurements of the bird show the 
length of tbe eagle from the middle 
of the tail to the head to be one 
hundred and two feet, and from tip 
to lip of outspread wings, one huh 
dred and twenty feet. The length 
of the beak is ten feet, and the 
height of the uody at the oeutre of 
the breast is ten feet. The eagle 
lies with its head to the west 

Tradition does not give and satis 
factory explanation of the age of 
the meaning of the greut stone 
mound. It may have had religious 
significance to the red then who 
built It, and it may be the burial 
place of some great chief. It Is one 
of the most mysterious and most In¬ 
teresting of pieliistoric monuments 
in the United States.

DEATH OF DR. DOBYNS 

WAS FOR THIRTY THREE YEARS SU¬ 
PERINTENDENT OF MISSISSIPPI 

INSTITUTION FOB DEAF AND DUMB 

—A LEADER IN EDUCATIONAL 

AND RELIGIOUS WORK. 

The funeral of the late Dr. J. R. 
Dotty ns, for thirty three years su¬ 
perintendent of the Mississippi In¬ 
stitution for the Deaf Hint Dumb, 
takes place at four o’clock this 
afternoon in the First Presbyterian 
Church at Little Rock. 

Dr J B II a*ton pastor of 1 he First 
Presbyterian Church of this city, 
one of the most intimate friends of 
the dead educator, will conduct the 
nbesques, assisted t.y the pastor of 
the Fust Pieah> lei ian Church of 
Little Rock, of which congregation 
Dr. Doltyus was a ruling elder. 

The p issing away of this splendid 
Christian gentleman, while not 
wholly unexpected, came ss a pro 
found shock to hundreds of Jack- 
son friends. Dr. Doltyus had been 
in falling health for (lie past two 
yettts, his heart having been great¬ 
ly weaken d by au attack of influ 
enzt, but it was not until last sum 
liter that Iris condition was such as 
to cause anxiety Always a man 
of prodigious energy, he kept, stead¬ 
ily at Ins work as superintendent 
of the Arkansas Institution for the 
Deaf until mid-summer, when the 
family physician ordered him to 
Canada, where he spent several 
weeks Dr. Dobyns returned home 
apparently much improved in 
health, lint during the month of 
November tie suffered a relapse 
and since that, Mine had been al¬ 
most continuously ooutlueo lo his 
room. 

In educational and teligious cir¬ 
cles tbiouglioiH the Sooth Dr. 
Dotiyns had lieeti a recognized lead¬ 
er for more than a quatierofa cen¬ 
tury. It was due to his vision and 
foresight 1 list Mississippi limit hii 
institution for the education of Hie 
deaf and damn that compares favor¬ 
ably witli any school In the Un¬ 
ion, and he remained in charge of 
that institution until inioh’rahle 
political conditions prompted him 
to resign. He was chosen hs Prest 
dent of the Southwestern Preshy 
terlsn University, at Clarhsvdle, 
Tenn., toil served iu thst office only 
a short lime He 1 lieu set veil about 
three years as president of the Col¬ 
lege at Aliit giton, Va , but the urge 
to return to that form of education¬ 
al work to Which the best years of 
Ills life had been consecrated was 
so st tong that when the Govern¬ 
or of Arkansas tendered him Hie 
office of superintendent of the In 
stiluiion fot the Deaf iu that 8 tale 
lie Hccepted and took up his resi¬ 
dence iu Little Rock Uudwr* his 
splendid guidance the Arkansas 
School was quickly luought to the 
front, and now holds rank among 
the best in the United Slates. 

In religious work Dr Dobyns 
was a leader who wielded wonder¬ 
ful power and iuflence He was a 
veritable lower of strength in the 
Piestn terlau Church a man whose 
counsel was always sought in for¬ 
ward movements and who was re¬ 
lied upon to do more titan his full 
share In the promotion ef God’s 
kingdom 

During tiis period of residence in 
Jackson Dr. Dotiyns was a close 
friend and eoutempoiary of the late 
Hon. C. Alexander and intimate¬ 
ly allied with in many of the works 
promoted by that great chuichman 
aud Christian leader, including the 
prohibition movement and building 
or the Y. M. C A. organization In 
city and State. In Arkansas he 
quickly took rank of eqifal pro¬ 
minence iu religious work and last 
summer was in charge of the State¬ 
wide drive of the Synod of Arkansas 
to raise $250,000 for Christian 
education. 

Dr. Dobyns was a native of Col¬ 
umbia, Mo , born on March 81, 
1850, a son of Benjamin Franklin 
and Mnrgaret Morrow Dobyns. He 
was educated in schools of Missouri 
and attended Westminister College, 
taking his A.B. degree therefrom 
In 1874 later took degtees of A.M. 
aud L L.D., the latter iu 1904. 

His greatest success In an educa¬ 
tional way was iu the teaching of 
deaf mutes, beginning this woik at 
Fulton, Mo., and afterwards iu the 
Texas Institution for the Deaf. From 
March I, 1881 lo August 31, 1914 
Dr. Dobyns was superintendent of 
the Mississippi Institution for the 
Deaf at Jackson, a period of nearly 
88 years. 

He was elected as president of 
Southwestern Proshyteaian Univer¬ 
sity Clasksville, Teun., resigning 
his post with the Mississippi Deaf 
and Dumb School, served the S. P. 
U. from 1914 to late 1916, when he 
retired to accept the presidency of 
Stonewall Jackson College at 
Abingdon, Va , January 1 , 1917 to 
September 15, 1919. 

He teiuined to the work of deaf 
and dumb Instinotion, talking up 
work at Little Rock, Sept. 16, In 
Arkansas Deaf Mules Institute, 
wheie ho remained up to the Mine of 
his death. 

Dr Dotiyns was In Ids 73d year 
and Is survived by his widow and 
three sous, Webster and Robert 
Doyhns, of Little Rock, and Rich¬ 
mond Dobyns, of this city. He Is 
also survived by a brother. Dr. 
Dotiyns, pastor of the South High¬ 
land. Presbyter ian Church at Bir¬ 
mingham.— Jcichson (Miss.) News, 
Jan i.
